By -bis reuirement the loss to Co.G is great aod will be felt 
fora long time; be /eaves us with the good will of the com- 
pany and with our best wishes for bis future bappinees and 
proaperhy."

Better 
officers and more courtevus gentiemen could not be 
found than those on the Monterey. She is an ‘easy 
ship,’ and I’m going to stay by ber.”

This indicates an increasing ra- 
pidity of consumption in therapidly diminishing 
coal supply.

Tux Naval Order of the United States bas its 

counterpart in the Navy Records Society, just start- 
ed in Ergland under the patronage of the Dukes of 
Edinburgh and York, and the presidency of Earl 
Spencer. 
Tue wise French have forbidden bandmasters to 
make frequent use of their own composition, and 
when they use them at all they must first rehearse 
them thorougbly. Performers of solos are forbid- 
den to turn facing the audience, or to acknowledge 
applause by bowing or otherwise. 

TuE state of preparedness at which the Montgom- 
ery will be tried is far ahead of the Detroit when she 
was ready for Ler trials, and it is said by the officers 
on duty at the Columbian [ron Works that she will 
be practically ready for commission as soon as her 
steam trials are finished. 

As soon as the Goston arrives at the Mare Isiand 
Navy-yard it is hkely that sweeping changes will 
pe wade in the personnel of the ship, several of her 
officers having served a fuli term at sea. The thor- 
ough overhauling by this vessel will ocoupy some 
time, and it bas not yet been decided where she will 
cruise when ber refit shall have been completed. 

On the arrival of the Alert in San Francisco ber 
condition will be carefully investigate? with refer- 
epce to her fival disposition, for it is believed that 
ber hull isfar from as sound as is generally sup- 
posed. The overhauling which this ship had a few 
yearsago fell far short of doing all that was re- 
yuired, and the main parts of the hull are in bad 
condition. 

Tue old Monarch, built at Chatham Dockyard, 20 
ears ago, DOW the oldest armored ship in the Bvit- 
b Navy, is to be refitted at acost of $500,000 and 
made one of the most powerful ships of her olass. It 
bas been announced in Parliament that no steps 
would be taken to replace the Victoria, or to mexe 
good the loss of the men who went down with ber. 

Tus old wonitor Nantucket, which has been lying 
atthe New York Navy-yard for anumber of years, 
will again have an opportunity to takea deep sea 
cruise. She is to be turned over tothe Nava! Re- 
serve of North Carolina as a schoolship. Orders 
were sent to the Kearsarge Aug. 15 to take the Nan- 
tucket in tow and start for Wilmington, N. C., 
where she will be placed in charge of the State au- 
thorities. 

Engineering says: “It is almost a relief to know, 
so far as the snip berself is concerned, that the Vic- 
toria is lost beyond recovery—that she bas sunk in 
adepth of water that renders raising ber an impos- 
sib'‘lity. Could she have been floated, the shadow 
of the great tragedy would alwavs have rested on 
her; we bad better lose the million pounds she re- 
presented than have so sad a remioder in our fleet— 
asbip which had been a tomb to so many gallant 
eamen. Nothing but a brilliant action could bave 
wiped away the memory of this dreadful calamity.” 

Tue turret and appurtenances of the Victoria 
weizbed 930 tons, and the centre of gravity was 93¢ 
ft. above the meta centre, and the centre of gravity 
of the 3,000 tors of armor and backing, and of the 
twelve 5-ron sn1i the 30-ton gun and mounting, the 
massive steel cooning tower, and thediagonal bulk- 
heads was also above the meta centre. The centre 
of gravity of the engines and boilers, 1120 tens, 
were 1744 ft. below the meta centre, and the coal 
and four er five bundred tons of ammunition hada 
low centre of gravity. 

Tue Engineer for Aug. 4 has an illustrated de- 
scription oi the UO. 8. batthehip Massachusetts. It 
says: “In appearance the Massachusetts 1s not im- 
pressing, but she gains rather than loses in effect by 
the substitution of the military mast for the short 
masts and scanty spars and rigging of some of the 
new warships. The comparison of appearance of 
modern warships was very «ffective at the recent 
great naval review at New York. The most beauti- 
ful ships were the full-rigzged Russian and French 
cruisers, with their lofty masts, long-yards, and in- 
tricacy of standing and runuing rigging. The ves- 
sels w'thout masts looked serviceable and grim, but 
the large vessels with stunted thin masts and one or 
two bare yards anda minimum of rigging hada 
baked and poor appearance.” 

Aw English mechanical genius has devised a me- 
thod of indicating and suppressing a leak by the use 
of compressed air. He divides a ship into air-tight 
compartments, fitted with doors provided with 
packing material and connected by tubes with a 
room on deck called the *‘ switch-room.’’ The in- 
vention also includes the means for indicating the 
Dosition of a sunken ship, this being accomplished 
by means of a buoy connected with a coil of rope. 
Other objects of the invention are the prevention of 
fire and means for extinguishing thesame. It is not 
to the power of the ram, or to the comparative dis- 
advantage of big ship;, that the eyes of naval men 
have been opened, but to the lack of stability of the 
Vessels under them. 

A NEW cruiser, the largest in the French Navy, 
ordered to be bailt at La Seyne, is named the 
D'Entreeasteauez She is intended for service as flag- 
ship in distant seas, and will be sheathed and copper 
ed. Her displacement will be 8114 tons; length at 
the water-line, 393 ft. 6in.; extreme breadth, 58 ft 
5in.; extreme draught, 29 ft. Sin. She will have 14.- 
000 horse-power, and a speed of 19 knots, carrying 
& possible 1,000, tons of coal. The pretection consists 
ofa 39 in. steel deck, with above ita great number 
of cellular compartments for coal and stores, the 
Whole being covered by another steel deck three- 
quarters of aninch thick. The whole of the bull 
below the protection is 0 upied by the machinery, 
boilers, bunkers and magazines. Each of the heavier 
guns has its own separate ammunition hoist. These, 
and also all the au-iliary machinery, steering gear, 
internal lighting, loading and training engines, etc., 
Will be electrical. The armament will consist of two 
94 in. guns of 40 calibres; 12 5.5 in. quick-fire, 12 1.85 
in. quick-fire, and four 1 4510. quick-fire witn two 
tubmerged and five above-water torpedo tubes, 
two of the latter being in the bows. E.ch of the 94 
ip. guns will occupy a closed turret covered with 
98 in, steel. Four of the 55 in. quick fire guns will 


be on the spar-deck behiad 28 in. hardened steel 
shields, and the remaining eightupon the main deck 
in sponsons behind similar snields. She ~ill cost

The despatch 
further saye: It is not definitely decided whether 
Admiral Markham and Capt. Johnson are to be 
eourt-martialied for hazarding the safety of the 
Camperdown. 


THE recent visit of the British Training Squadron 
to Iceland is the first appearance in those waters of 
a British Squadron, even stray ships of the Roval 
Navy going only at intervals of twenty years. The 
weather was excellent, and the town of Raykjavik 
was greatly enlivened by the crowds of eo 
and marines who thronged the streets on “liberty’’ 
days, and awused themselves by scampering about 
on iceland ponies. Parties of officers found time to 
visit the Geysere, Thingvalla, and other noteworthy 
localities in the pneixhborhood; others spent their 
spare time in fishing and sbooting. 


THE battleship Triumph, the port guardship at 
Queenstown, fiying tne flag of Rear Admiral St. 
Jobn, arrived at Portsmouth, Aug. 12, from Malta, 
bavivg on board most of the survivors of the Vic- 
toria. The Triumph was dispatched to Malta 
shortly after the disaster for the purpose of con- 
veying the survivors to England. The trains ar- 
riving at the town landed hundreds of relatives and 
friends of the survivors. The greetings between the 
survivors and those who had gone to welcome them 
were most affecting. Laughter and tears of glad- 
ness, wives and sweethearts kissed and embraced 
busbands and lovers, while sturdy men grasped 
hands and stood facing each other for some mo- 
ments without uttering a word. Several of the men 
denied the statement that bas been made that many 
of those who lost their lives were unable to swim. 


SURGEON-GENERAL TRYON, of the Navy, has writ- 
ten a letter to Secretary Herbert, calling attention 
to the fact that by some construct'on of law passed 
assistant surgeons bave never been commissioned, 
as well as never examined, and he believes that this 
interpretation of the law is most burtful to the Medi- 
cal Corps and to the Service at large. An assistant 
surgeon who, after three years, 1s examined for the 
grade of passed assistant surgeon, is not examined 
again for 25 or 30 years. Dr. Tryon says that by fol- 
lowing out this rule there is no way of determining 
either the pbysical or professional qualifications of 

assistant surgeons. He asks the Secretary 
whether a passed assistant surgeon can be ordered 
before an examining boar?’ for a report as to his 
physical, mental, moral and professional fitness to 
perform efficiently the duties at sea and on shore, 
and if there is anything preventing a passed assie- 
tant surgeon from holding a commission. [If this 
cannot be done by regulation, Dr. Tryon suggests 
legislative action on the subject. 


In a note on the marvellous accuracy of a battle- 
ship’s movemen's, Admiral Colomb mentions that 
the Edinburgh did not vary from the theoretical 
movement in turning, at a speedfof 12 knots, “for 
the eighth of a circle turn more than 22 yds. in 335; 
for the quartercircle, more than 25 yde. in 565; for 
the three-e ghths of a circle,more than 25 yde in 687; 
and for the half circle, more than 44 yds. in 716. Tne 
angles that the chords formed with the original 
course of the ship did not vary, for the first chord, 
more than one deg. in 13; for the second chord, more 
than two deg. in 33; for the third chord, more than 
two deg. in 53, and for the fourth chord, more than 
two deg.in75. Astotbetimes occupied, the accu- 
racy ie, perbape, still more remarkable. The sbip 
turned the eighta of a circle in 66 sec., with a yaria- 
tion of only 3 sec.; she turned the quarter of a cir- 
cle in 2 min. and 1 sec., with a variation not exceed- 
ing 5 sec.; she turoed the three-eighths of a circle in 
2 win. and 58 sec., with a variation not exceeding 7 
sec.; and she finished the turn of half acirclein 3 
mip. and 54s8ec., witha variation not exceeding.8 
sec. of time. I have never known this accuracy of

Oo approach- 
ing & military port foreign warships must hoist 
their flags. Failing this the forts will first fire blank. 
After a lapee of two minutes they will fre a warn- 
ing shot, and after three minutes will open fire in 
earnest upon the vessels.

Tue ‘‘ Fire Tactics” of Lieut. Jos. B. Batchelor, 
Jr., 24th Infantry, furnish the text for an article 
upon this subject in the London Army and Navy 
Gazette. The lieutenant’s work is described ‘‘as 
the most complete and compact compendium on the 
subject available in English.” From it the Gazette 
draws the conclusion that ‘‘had the Germans at- 
tacked in two deep lines, either they could have 
reached the limit actually attained by their skir- 
mishers with half the loss, and consequently double 
the number of rifles available for controlled fire, or 
have got in about one-third nearer to the enemy 
with fewer rifles but still with the power of control. 
Some six hundred yards seems generally to have 
been for the Germans the critical distance, but six 
hundred yards was well outside the limit of their 
effective reply, whereas four hundred yards would 
have been just within it. Again and again it hap- 
pened that they were stopped just outside this limit 
and compelled to lie there even for hours, wasting 
their ammunition, whilst all the efforts of reinforee- 
ments barely sufficed to keep the ground already 
won. It appears therefore tolerably evident that 
had they stack to the Prussian system instead of 
to the Napoleonic, then with the endurance in close 
order they possessed they would have reached, say 
in twenty minutes, the limit of their effective re- 
ply, under cover of which their supporting second 
line would have arrived with a balance of power in 
hand, and thus the total duration of the attack 
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THE decision of the arbitrators in the Bering Su 
case is a final settlement of a_disagreeabie contro 
versy, and it is probably as satisfactory a result a 
as we could hope for. It always seemed to us that 
the attempt to establish exclusive control over Ber. 
ing Sea was stretching international law beyond its 
possibilities, and it is by no means certaia that we 
might not in the enc bave lost as much as we couli 
hope to gain had the arbitrators accepted our con- 
clusions in the matter. Though the American 
lawyers included all they could in their argu 
tents before the arbitrators it is a matter of his 
tory that in his long despatch to Lord Salisbury, 
dated Dec. 17, 1890, Secretary Blaine said : ‘The 
repeated assertions that the Government of the 
United States demands that the Behring Seab 
pronounced mare clausum are without foundation. 
The Government has never claimed it and never 
desired it. It expressly diasvows it.” The immedi 
ate purpose was to secure the protection of the 
seal, and this has been in part accomplished by-the 
establishment of regulations for their protection 
against the Oanadian and other poachers. The 
regulations for the protection of the seal requir 
the assent of other powers before they can be made 
effective. Otherwise the poachers can carry 
their depredations under the protection of som 
flag other than those of the two parties to the 
agreement. We shall have alittle bill to pay for seiz- 
ures now declared to have been illegally made. The 
amount of this is estimated at a million and a half 
of dollars, but it is stated that enough money 
to pay this bill has been realized from the 
captured seal skins, the proceeds of which 
have been covered into the Treasury. If the 
Canadians have as much trouble in getting 
it out of that depository as is experienced by Amer 
icans under like circumstances, we wish them joy 
of the award. We presume, however, that this 
claim will not be put on the footing of the French 
Spoliation claims, the Meade claim, the Ericsson 
claim, and others like them. The Canadians ar 
not over modest in insisting upon whatever they 
believe to be their due. We shall have provide for 
the protection of the seals as best we can, without 
the authority that comes of exclusive jurisdiction. 
When we have settled the exact locality of the sixty 
mile limit, within which we are awarded control of 
the seal during certain seasons of the year, we shall 
find employment for quite a fleet to guard the for 
bidden territory. The full text of the decision it 
the Bering Sea arbitration has not yet been delir- 
ered, and it will be open for discussion later 0B. 
In general terms it denies our claims to exclusive 
jurisdiction, beyond the usual distance from the

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THE KRUPP EXHIBIT AT CHICAGO. 


OnE of the most remarkable exhibits at the; 
World’s Columbian Fair at Chicago is that con-! 
tained in the handsome pavilion —o pro- 
ducts of the cast steel works of Fried. Krupp, at 
Essen on the Ruhr, Rhenish Prussia. Those who 
saw the Krupp exhibition at Paris in 1867 cannot 
fail to note the marked progr@%* shown by the con- 
trast between the earlier and the later display. An 
entire era divides the two; an era during which 
German ingenuity and industry have been stimu- 
lated to the utmost in the creation and the improve- 
ment of the appliances of war. In this industrial 
progress the house of Krupp have kept well in ad- 
vance, and in the calm confidence of strength they 
invite us tosee at Chicago the results of studies 
and experiments of which we-have thus far had 
only vague or partial reports. 

In a recent conversation with Mr. G. W. Smalley, 
reported in the Fortnightly Review,Prince Bismarck 
said: ‘* What the army wants is more artillery. We 
won our last war with France by artillery. The 
best artillery will win the next, even more cer- 
tainly. So changed are the conditions of war that 
without a competent artillery the best infantry can 
no more by itself win a battle than cavalry could.” 
Prince Bismarck does not think that Germany is 
sufficiently provided with artillery, but this defici- 
ency it is the province of Government to supply. 
The efforts of the manufacturers are limited to 
the improvement of guns, ammunition*and armor. 

With sturdy German independence the late 
Alfred Krupp declined the honor of nobility, 
offered to him in recognition of his great work for 
the Fatherland, preferring before all his reputation 
as the chief of manufacturers in metal, the Tubal 
Cain of Germany. As a nobleman he would have 
been one of many; as the head of the house of 
Krupp his position is unique. From the little work- 
shops which formed the nucleus of the existing es- 
tablishment have grown the enormous factories now 
employing over 25,000 persons, and maintaining, 
with the families of the employees,a settlement num- 
bering hard upon 100,000 souls. Included in the assets 
of Krupp are three coal mines, 547 iron ore mines 
in Germany, and others in Spain, sundry quarries, 
clay and sand pits, four iron works, four sea going 
steamers, a firing range at Meppen, covering a 
distance of fifteen miles (—24 km.); 4,626 dwellings 
for workmen, and workmen’s barracks, dining 
rooms and hospitals. These are merely the acces- 
sories of an establishment keeping in constant oper- 
ation 421 steam engines with a total of 33,149 H. P.: 
11! steam hammers, 1,500 furnaces, and 3,000 work 
shop machines, and consuming an average of 4,200 
tons of coal each day, nearly all of which is ob- 
tained from collieries owned by Herr Krupp. 
Though the house of Krupp has now been estab- 
lished eighty-three years, since 1810, it has not ye. 
reached the stage wherein it seeks to gather with- 
out effort the fruits of a great reputation.

The Krupp exhibit in the department of artillery 
consists of three guns for coast defence, a fortress 
and siege gun, two mortars, two naval guns, four 
quick-firing guns and two light field guns, a boat 
and landing gun, two mountain guns and a bush 
gtin. There is also a collection of projectiles and a 
display of armored plates, showing the results of 
the application of the latest processes to their manu- 
facture.

SOME EXCELLENT SHOOTING. 


Tue following cut shows the 7 target made 
by Company F, 7th Regiment, N. Y. Capt. Geo. W. 
Rand, recently, while at rifle prac tics e at Creedmoor 
Range. It will be noticed that the shots are well in 
the centre of the target, the whole size of which 
was about 12 ft. by 6ft. As the members of the 
company wese_ instruc ted to avoid shooting at the 
silhouettes at the extreme ends, on examining the Pf 
centre of the target, it will be seen how faithfully 
the instructions were followed by the grouping of 
shots in the centre. 

On this target 470 shots were fired; there were 42 
men in the front rank and 42 in the rear rank. Four 
sergeants and three coaches fired with the front 
rank. making a total of 49; five coaches firing with 
the rear rank made a total of of 47. The target 
above shown is the rear rank target. The number 
of hits in the figures or silhouettes was 244 or 51.9 
per cent., and the number of hits on the target 
was 424 or 90.2 per cent. The number of hits on 
the two central figures was 179 or 73.3 per cent. of 
the total number of hits. The average distance 
at which these shots were delivered was 22 
yards. The grouping of the shots on the central 
figure shows how accurate the shooting was for 
line. 

The target differs very little in appearance from 
the targets at which Companies A, B, D, G, H, and 
I fired, all the targets showing the shots grouped in:

THE TRAINING OF BOYS FOR SEAMEN. 
Vick-ADMIRAL £IR EDMUND FREMANTLE, of the 

English Navy, in a paper read not very long since, 

before the Royal United Service Institution of 

Great Britain, upon the training of seamen, sums 

up as the requirements for a modern man-of-war’s 

man, the following: 

1. Habit of a sea life, sea legs, sea stomach, etc. 

2. Physique, activity, hardness, power to stand 
considerable changes of climate, and. of enduring 
prolonged spells of exceptionally hard work. 

8. Efficiency in boat work, anchor work, and gen- 
eral seamanlike knowledge of the day. 

4. Efficiency in gunning and torpedo work of all 
descriptions. 

5. Education, intelligence, and 
ness. 

6. Alertness, readiness of resource, quickness 
of decision, in fact, the many qualities which are 
included in the expressive word ‘* smartness.” 

7. Knowledge of stoking and work in the engine 
room. 

The excellent impression made in New York Har- 
bor recently by the seamen of the British Navy, 
the uniformly good conduct, fidelity to duty and 
efficiency foundin them under all circumstances 
and in all parts of the world make it advisable to 
inquire into the English system of training. 

The boys are quartered on board harbor ships, 
and their instruction is such a» pertains to ship 
and ship life. The first instruction is in regard to 
the ,habitation in which the boy is placed--the 
ship. This, the habitat of his naval life, is natu- 
rally a matter of the greatest interest to him. After 
being instructed in regard to his bag and ham- 
mock his first instruction is {in regard to the parts 
of the ship ard the fittings of ship. The second 
instruction follows, and consists of beat pulling, 
and parts and fittings of boats; then follow in 
succession the teaching of bends and hitches, with 
the monkey topsail, masts and yards, standing 
rigging and sails. After that comes the sema 
phore, flags and pennants, the lead and line, com- 
pass and sailing cutter,instruction. Finally comes 
knotting and splicing, blocks, ropework, compass 
and helm brig model, running rigging, mat and 
sennit, ete. 

The seamanship instruction for first-class boys 
includes tailoring, signaling, sailmaking, seaman- 
ship, boat pulling, boat sailing instruction again, 
exercise aloft, swimming, signals, etc. 

Before the system of shore training for seagoing 
and ship living boys be finally adopted a thor- 
ough and professional examination and expression 
of opinion should be had. We believe that such an 
inquiry would show that barrack trained lads ac 
quire the faults of institutionalism, a want of 
alertness, self-reliance, readiness of resource, quick- 
ness of decision and individuality, which snould be 
pre eminently the qualities of asailor With the 
best intentions in the world a life in a shore habi- 
tation will lack the hardening process and dis- 
comforts inseparable from a ship life, a process of 
better feeding and hampering will grow up and the 
loss between the departure from the training sta- 
tion and the entry at manhood into the service 
will keep up and if possible grow greater. 

Ships suitable for harbor service can yet be 
found inour Navy. The Constitution, Hartford, 
and Kearsarge, have by law a perpetual life. The 
Lancaster and Pensacola have ample space for 
boys. As Admiral Sir Geoffrey Hornby well sass: 
‘‘Bat mm the matter of education, the paramount 
quality to be engendered and cultivated, in every 
young seaman, so that it shall become a habit--is 
seamanship. Thatis how the ship can be best 
taker care of or nursed; and how we can best dis- 
arm the elements when they are unfavorable, and 
use them when they are favorable to us.” 
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A DESPATCH from the Pacific Coast to the New 
York Times says: ** The King is dead. Long live the 
King!

A WELL-INFORMED observer, now travelling in 
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Eatope, in a private letter to the editor of the 
Jounnat trays: “No doubt you have been posted 
regarding the movements of the British and French 
fleets last month. I have seen the two, and I 
must say the general opinion among our naval offi- 
cers, and I fully concur with them, is that the 
French have better organization for battle and oon- 
centration than the Eritish. Their ships, “or fight- 
ing purposes, are better,than the British, and their 
torpedo boats away ahead of anything. Wesaw 
the squadron of the North at work’at Oherbourg. 
The movements of the torpedo boats was perfect. A 
lot of them would dash out the harbor at great 
speed, followed by a equadron of what we would 
call monitors, and away they would go, no one 
knew where. After a day or so all would 
return, none broken down, none injured by 
colliding with one another. The British system of 
getting their men together from the coast guard is 
very fine, I saw a ship come into Queenstown with 
but a skeleton crew; three hundred coast guards 
men arrived néxt evening (within 12 hours), were 
taken off at once, and every man knew his duties 
aboard ship. The ship was coaled and off to sea 
inside of twenty-four houre. The admiral directed 
the movements of the defence ficet from his house 
at Queenstown, assisted by carrier pigeons from the 
ships and the telegraph stations along the coast. In 
this way the reserve vessels could be sent to any 
point reported to be not as strong as the enemy, 
‘The crews of the French monitors, anc other ships 
with the large gune, are sent out in barbor vessels a 
certain number of times for gun practice and to get 
used to ship ways. These vessels are generally 
gone a day or two with each draft. The amount of 
ammunition used must be, very great as they are 
firing constantly, I tell you these French are ready 
for wur, and having but few ships abroad, excepting 
in the East Indies, they have their whole fleet to 
work with. At Cowes I saw the yacht race and met 
all the princes and dukes, and certainly they were 
very informal and pleasant. An American naval 
officer, who met the Duke of Connaught at dinner, 
reports that he is a tip-top fellow, and one who 
knows his business too. The German Emperor is 
more like an Englishman than a German, a sort of 
perpetual motion, and a good sailor as well as sol- 
dier.. He is a thorough Dutchman too. I saw a lot 
of German men-of-war at Cowes. I think Stheir 
service is well worth looking into; we might get 
points from them;and their regulations as well a, 
from the English. The Victoria business sas made 
the English sick. If their best men could commit 
such a blunder, what in God’s name will the others 
do? It’s all nonsense to laud Admiral Tryon; 
he must have been a very conceited man to say the 
least.”

BECENT DEATHS. 


Captain Joun B. Eaton, 2d U. 8. Cavalry, died 
suen ly of heart disease in Boston, Mass., August 
1 fteralong and honorable servive, dating from 
December, 1862, when he was appointed Captain of 
the 27th Battery, New York Artillery, and received 
the brevets of Majorand Lieutenant Colonel of 
Volunteers for his gallantry in action before Peters- 
burg, Va. He was mustered out in June 1865, and 
in May, 1867, was appointed a2d Lieutenant of the 
34 U.S. Artillery, and promoted ist Lieutenant in 
April, 1870. He received the brevets of Ist Lieuten- 
ant and Captairfin the Regular Army for bis con- 
duct during the war as before mentioned. On De- 
cember 20, 1892, he was appointed Captain and A. 
Q. M., and was transferred to the 21 U. 8. Cavairy, 
in January, 1893, vice Capt. Jas. N. Allison, 2d Cav., 
appointed to the Q. M. D., and afterwards: trans- 
ferred to the Subsistence Department. Since his 
return to the line Captain Eaton has done no duty 
as he would have attained the retiring age, 64, on 
November 8 next. Captain Eaton wasan efficient 
and conscientious duty officer, and his death will be 
sincerely mourned, especially in the 34 U.S. Artil- 
lery, in which regiment he served for over a quar- 
ter of acentury. The remains were taken to Buff- 
alo, N. Y., for interment.

Tue funeral of the late Rear Admiral Jenkins,

Many in this country will regret to learn of the 
sudden death of that cultured and distinguished 
British officer, Lieut. Gen. Sir Edward Bruce Hamley, 
im London, Aug. 12, from beart disease. He joined 
in 1843 and was retired in 1°90. He was a Koigot 
Commander cf St. Michael and St. George, Mili 
Knight Commander of the Bath, and a member o 
the French Legion of Honor and of the Turkish 
Order of the Me3jidie. He is the author of several 
military works of exvelience, including the well 
known “Hamiey'’s Operations of War.”

There 
is probably no officer of the Army whose name will 
be kept longer green, or by & greater number, than 
that of Ooi. Henry M. Black. Io his stalwart frame 
was a heart as ee ee an ox, and as gentle as 
that of alittle child. When his epitaph is written 
let it be, “{ pray thee, then, write me as one that 
leves his fellowmen,’”’—J, B, 
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TxE article we publish this week on the Krupp 
exhibition of ordnance at the Colum)ian Fair offers 
an opportunity for comparison between our own 
and foreign guos. Our new Navy 13 inch gun, now 
preparing for trial weighs 60.5 tons, the Krupp 12.01 
gun 61.46 tons. Our gun is five feet longer than the 
Krupp gut, and is rifled with fifty two grooves, the 
Krupp gun having sixty-eight. The projectile of 
the 13-in. gun is nearly ten per cent. heavier than 
that of the Krupp 12.01 in. Krupp with 228 lbs. of 
his smokeless cake powder of 1889 obtains an initial 
velocity of 2,284 feet for his 1,000 1b. projectile. We 
shall be better able to make a comparison with this 
after the trial of the 13i0. gun whics is promised 
soon. Near the muzzle Krupp arwor prejectile 
fired from tbis gun will penetrate a steel plate 29.69 
inches; at 1,004 yards 27 38 in., and at 2.187 yards 
25.08 in. In wrought iron the penetrations at the 
same distances are 45.66 in, 45.58 in. and 38 03 inches 
respectively. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


The following bill has been introduced into the 
Senate:

Be it enacted, etc , That when an enlisted man bas served 
as such 25 years, continuous or otherwise, in the United 
Stetes Army, either as a private or as a soncomm'ssioned 
officer, or botb, he sball, by making application to the 
President, be placed upon the retired list w th the rank held 
by him at the date of retirement, and be sha)l thereafter re- 
ceive seventy-five per centum of the pay and slinwsnaces of 
the rank upon which he was retired: , That sny 
enlisted man who sball become disabled in the ioe of duty, 
and having completed twenty years’ service, shall, in like 
manner, be placed upon the retired list with seve ty five 
per centum ot the pay and allowances of the rank held at 
date of re‘ irement. 

Sec. 2. That on and after the passage of this act any en- 
listed man who has served at jeast one year ia the regular 
or volanteer army curing the civi! war of 1861 to 1865, either 
as an officer, non-com missio: officer, or private, and who 
sba!] have completed twenty years’ service, continuous or 
otherwise, sha!|, by making applicati »n to the President, be 
placed upon the retired list for enlisted meo, and shall 
thereafter receive seventy five per centum of tre pay and 
allowances of the rank held at date of steh retirement.

33, To restore Eugene Wells to the 
Army; 8. 94, To provide for agun factory on the 
Pacific coast; To establish a military post near Reno, 
Nev. (3. 98); one pear Pierre, 8. Dak. (S. 146).and one 
near Grand Forke, N. Dak. (S. 172); 8. 132, To en- 
large Ft. Meade; 8. 168, Granting Wyoming the use 
of lands in Ft. Russell Reservation for a feir; 8. 181, 
for the relief of Thos. G. Corbin, and 8. 194, for the 
relief of Napoleon B. Giddings. Tois last provides 
forthe paymentio Giddings of the valueof 140 
kegs of powder alleged to bave been taken from him 
by A. B. Dyer, lieutenant of ordnance, U.S. A., at 
Sante Fe., N. M., in January, 1847. 

Senator Frye, of Maine, bas introduced a bill to 
esta blish a marine board, to consist of the chair 
man of the Lighthouse Board, the Supervising Sur- 
geon General of the Marine Hospital Service, the 
Commissioner of Navigation, the Superintendent 
of the Coast and Geodetic survey, the Chief Hy- 
drograpber of the Navy and the Chief of the Di- 
vision of Revenue Marine. The board is to meet at 
the Treasury on tbe first Tuesday in January, April, 
July and October, and at such other times as the 
Secretary of the Treasury may direct, to consult 
and recommend to Congress any changes 
in the existing laws or tbe enactment of 
new opes which in their jedgment will pro- 
tect and improve the merchant marine or re- 
lieve this service from the opera'ions of harsh 
aad injurious laws operating to ite detriment. The 
board 1s also to coJlect and publish, for the benefit 
of the Government and the Mercbant Marine, all in- 
formation and available intelligence affecting ma- 
rine interests. The Secretary of the Treasury is to 
be ex-officio chairman of the Board and is to submit 
ite recemmendations to Congress. 

The House has done nothing but discuss the finan- 
cial question. Coatil it adopts rules and appoints 
committees nothing can be done in the way of pre- 
senting petitions, but we are assured of the most fa- 
vorable consideration for the one we have inst 
the ten year restriction on enlistments in the Army. 
It now numbers about 8,000 names.

NOT A BIT OF IT. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal :

‘The report on temperance and gambling 
was ised as being too lukewarm, in not sufficiently de- 
claring the indignation of the chaplains at the evils of the= 
post exchange system of selling drink ,to the soldiers, and 
a cbaplein of the committee explained that the report did 
net express the personal feelings of bimself or the commit- 
tee, but it covered the ground without layiog its authors 
liable to reprimand, his aliusion being to the Army Rogu- 
jations which forbid any criticism by subordinates of exist- 
ing Regulations under penalty of Court-martial. 

As the writer of this communication relative to 
the above is the chaplain referred to who “ ex- 
pleined,’’ it may be of interest to state that he had 
not the fear of a Court-martial before his eyes wnen 
be presented and urged the adoption of the above 
mentioned report. The brilliant young reporter of 
the Tribune is reponsible for that awful Court-mar- 
tial suggestion. No mem of the cammittee 
dreamed of such a possibility. Iherepor: * was 
criticised as being teo lukewarm in not su iciently 
declaring the indignation of the chaplains.’’ That is 
quite true, but there were those who would have 
opposed an extremely radical resolution, and divi- 
sion was to be avoided. And, moreover, “The 
Chaplains’ Congress’ was one of a series of World's 
Congresses. It was no time or place for resolutioas 
of indignation. This was not an “ indignation 
meeting.” 

The conservatism which dictated the resolutions 
on temperance and gambling in the Army was born 
of the auspices and environment, and not, as you 
seem to suppose, of military pressure. 

It would, however, be quite a diversion, an agree- 
able change, in fact, to Court-martial some one he- 
cause of his hostility to post exchauge beer.

Ir ever iomy officers were selected to perform 8 
duty for which they are peculiarly adapted, it is 
that of serving as Indian Agents. heir familarity 
with the customs and needs of the Indian, and the 
acknowledged integrity and honesty of Army offi- 
cers, make them in every way fit for the duties. 
Bat it is too much for the War Department to expect 
that an officer will endure, without/extra compensa- 
tion, the isolation of an Indian: Agency. No movey 
would pay a bachelor for the lorely life—unless he 
were very much in debt—and it is hardly possible 
that the Department would make the grave mistake 
of sending a man who could pot keep his own small 
affairs in band te look after theaffairs of an agency. 
But if the War Department would offer one hun- 
dred dollars a month extra to Army officers serving 
as indian agents, many a married first Lieutenant 
of Infantry (with his eaptaincy long over due) 
would seek .he duty. It would guite compensate 
an officer and his family, to endure the isolation, if, 
in returp, enough money could be laid aside to give 
the children the advantages of schooling, that a 
lieutenant’s pay does not afford. Twelve hundred 
dollars a year would send two children to a first 
class eustern school. An officer, making that much 
money, and for such a purpose, would be so con- 
tented that he would wish to keep the position, and 
the Indians would have the same officer as their 
agent for many years, which would be of great ad- 
vantage to them, as he would become interested in 
them, and learn their needs and how to manage 
them. An officer who goes unwillingly might 
spend his time in working to get away.

ANOTHER fine cruiser was added to the U. 8. Navy 
by the successful launch of the Minneapolis

W. Mel- 
ville, 0. 8. N ; Chief Constructor P. Hichborn, U.S, 
Navy, and Mrs. Hichborn; Commo. W. T. Samp- 
son and Capt. J. A. Howell, U. 8. N. 

The Minnenpolis is a sister ship of the commercr- 
destroyer Columbia. and was authorized br act of 
Congress of Marcn 2, 1891. The contract for build. 
ine her was awarded to Wm. Cramp and Sone at 
$2,690,000, Aug. 31. 1891, and she should be finished 
within two years from that time. 

Her principal dimensions are: Length on load. 
line, 412 feet 00”; beam, moulded, 58 feet 00"; 
draught, mean, normal displacement, 22 feet 6 5"; 
displacement, 7 350 tons; speed, estimated, in knots 
per hour, 21 knots; indicated horse-power, 21,000 
horses, The bull is of steel, the vitals of the ship 
and its stability being well protected, and the gun 
stations shielded against machine-gun fire, There 
is a deuble bottom, ¢ ¢., an inner and outer skin, 
between which there is considerable space. This 
espace is divided into a number of watertight com- 
partments, so that injury to the outer skin may not 
necessarily affect the safety of the ship. The craft 
is further divided into watertight compartment, 
each independent of the other, and under the con- 
trol of asystem of pumpage. There wil: bea pro- 
tective deck 4” thick on the slopes and 244 inches 
elsewhere ; and throughout the region of the water 
line for the space occupied by the vitals, there will 
be awalil of patent tuel five feet thick to add ad- 
ditienal protection against machine-gun fire. Tae 
vessel will be lighted artifically by electric light 
and ventilation will be insured by the use of power- 
ful fans that will force the bad air and gases out at 
the same time forcing fresh air in. 

The arrangement of the motive power will be sim- 
ilar to that of the Columbia, the power being trans- 
mitted through three acrews, the after screw being 
placed as in ordinary single-screw ships, the others 
being placed ‘farther forward, une on each side, as 
in the case of twin-screw vessels. I3y this arrange- 
ment it is thought that greatest speed with safety 
and economy may be combined. Each shaft will be 
actuated by a separate triple-expansion engine, 
each in its own watertight compartment. The bat- 
tery (main) consists of one 8-inch breechloadiog 
rifle, two 6-inch mae See breechioadineg rifiss, and 
eight 4-inch rapid fire breechloading rifles. The sec- 
ondary batte.y will consist of twelve 6 pounder 
rapid-fire guos, four 1-pounder rapid-fire guns, and 
. Gatlings. There are five torpedo launching 
tubes.

DRILL REGULATIONS OF A BOARD. 


the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Had the War Department cflered a prize of five 
ousand dollars for tbe best complete *Drill Regu- 
tion,” suitable to a Republican form of govern- 
‘nt and volunteer armies, and incidentally useful 
its Regular Army in time of , it would no 
ubt now have its choice of the best products of its 


brightest minds in that line. What Government 
would conduct by baving a board in 
command of its armies? Such a campaign would 
lack just what our Drill omeiter rt 
Jack, & one-windedness and a conti purpose, 
Phe new Drill Regulations, almost. on wr oe 
show a series of compromises, just such as on- 
cur in coming to a finding and sentence in court- 
martial cases, and due to which method results are 
anew. obtained, unsatisfactory to every mem- 


rT. 

Like the book of Genesis, as explained in the 
Higner Criticism, it is made up of extracts from va- 
rious writings with an effort to blend these intoa 
barmonious whole. A little of the discarded Ger- 
man rerulations (adapted),“some more copied ver- 
bat'm, a pinch of our experiences during the late 
war in the line of “go as you please,” sweetened to 
suit the taste with Upton. Already we have a vol- 
ume of interpretations and decisions about as large 
as the book itself and more to come. Many of these 
decisions will themselves need interpretations be- 
fore they are plain. 

Toroughout the book one is constantly referred 
back, again and again, uotil you aro ultimately 
landed in squad drill and the schoel of tne soldier, 
an4 it would seem that “on these two hang all the 
law and the prophets.” 

Let us pray, alsv, that at some future time the 
book may be indexed so as to be of some use to the 
perpiexed investigator. 

For this condition of affairs we attach no blame 
to the patient Recorder of the Board, nor to any of 
its members, apy one of which gentlemen could 
probably alone produce excellent drill regulations, 
and witbout the glaring faults and discre cies of 
the one produced by them collectively. ne thing 
is certain about the beok—it is unsa wpa as a 
whole. Uniformity in the details of drill is impos- 
sible, and much of it is conducive to looseness in 
methods and barmful to strict discipline in the 
ranks. The whole book lacks that clearness and 
simplicity so essential for raw troops and volunteer 
armies. At the most critical moments of battle, a 
subaltern occupies the most responsible position in 
accompany. The Captain, who should lead, is lost 
somewhere in the rear, where be can neither be 
beard por bis influence and example felt. Compa- 
nies should bave not less than 8& men, and regi- 
ments three battalions, to properly fulfil the condi- 
tions of these Drill Regulations. What prospect is 
there of this increase for — 4 years to come ? 
When Regular officers bave such a time trying to 
find out what the book says and means, imagine 
what it will be to the man who, right from civil life 
and without other aid, tries to drill a company 
which he has raised in a volunteer regiment for our 
next war. The conditions that exist in this coun'r 
call for drill regulations of extreme simplicity an 
great clearness of expression. Everything not ab- 
a, necessary should be expunged, all filigree 
work done away with. An absolute uniformity of 
all rules applicable to similar conditions. Have no 
useless movements to needlessiv tire men out or un- 
concaneey long delays at inspections and formations. 
Let utility, common sense and simplicity, be the 
motif of drill regulations for the U. 8. Army.

HONORS TO THE FLAG. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Ir bas often struck me that altogether too little 
attention is paid to our flag in our Army, particu- 
lariy by the enlisted men. [ have seen a crowd of 
enlisted men looking on at the review of an organi- 
zation to which they did not belong, and standing 
close to the fisnk of the column as it passed bv, al- 
low the colors to go by with no sign of recognition 
of any kind. Similarly the crowd of civilians look- 
ing on showed no sign of recognition as the colors 


passed. 

The fault of the enlisted men—if fault it w 
was primarily due to neglect of proper instruction 
on the part of their officers. The failure to — 
nize the colors on the part of the onlooking civi 
ians is the fault of want of education in the idea of 
showing respect for the fisg and arises from thought- 
lesenees rather than any want of respect. 

On the Fourth of July, just passed, I looked on 
from a window and saw the military and civic pro- 
cession go by, and in no case was there any respect 
sbown to the fiag by any onein the great mass of 
onlookers. At one of the -s-r- posts in the coun- 
try, where a band concert given every Sunday 
evening in the season, the “ Star Spangled Banner" 
was played asthe last piece at everv convert. It 
used to be received by every one, officers and all 
wich no sign of recognition, every one seated, and 
the gentlemen with heads covered when the wea- 
ther was such that they could sit out of decors. Fi- 
nally the post adjutant started the idea of every 
ope (among the officers at least) rising and uncover- 
ing as the first notes of the piece were struck. At 
first the crowd of guests did not understanc, think- 
ing it was a movement to leave the convert; but 
they soon saw the intent, and in a very short time 
every one arose, the gentlemen uncovered, and all 
stood during the rendering of the piece, and this was 
kept up during the rest of my stay there. This may 
seem a “ fad’ to some; but I believe it to bea good 
one, and I believe that we Americans should set 
the example and the sentiment be cultivated every- 
where, so that the fiag will be recognized by un- 
covering whenever it is passed, particularly when 
oarried by an armed force, and the “Star Spaagled 
Banner” be recognized ae religiously as an b- 
man will recognize “God Savé the Queen.”

It is said to have behaved ‘in the same manner as 
the best nickel-plate from the St. Chamond Works.’ 
The steel shell* were fired from a 6-inoh breech- 
loading gun of 35 calibres, and bad an initial veloc- 
ity of 2,200 feet per second. The Olouchoff plate re- 
mained uninjured and showed no cracks, It con- 
tained three per cent. of nickel and 0.3 per cert. of 
earbon. Siemens Martin steel was used.”’ ‘The 


same paper says: ‘‘ Spain has ordered 20,000 Mauser | po 


7-mm. rifles and 5 000 carbines of the same pattern, 
together with 10,000,000 rounds of ammupition, from 
Messrs. Ludw. Loewe and Co. This-order is to be 
considered as an instalment only, on which other 
orders are to follow. By these orders the Spanish 
Government have acquired the right to manufac- 
ture a certain quantity of the same rifies in their 
own factories, the necessary plant being ordered 
from Messrs. Loewe.”’

The number of the *‘ Journal of the Franklin ln- 
stitute” for August contains the conclusion of the 
lecture delivered before the Institute Jan. 6, 1893, 
by W. H. Jaques, Ordnance Eogineer, late U. 8. 
Navy. Mr.Jaques's paper was elaborately illustrated 
by a large number of appropriate lantern viows, 
secme of which are reproduced in the Journal. 
Speaking of pneumatic and other guns used for 
bigh explosives, the lecturer said: ** Of all these 
ty the Ericsson-Lase% 3 (submarine) and Rapieff 
Zalinski, with its modifications aerial, have given 
the greatest promise and will no doubt be intro- 
duced into general service.

The Engineer for July 28, publishes a long acoount 
of the trial uf armor plates at [ndianhead, y ll, 
urnished at oy eye witness. He says: “The im- 
portance o the trial lies in the fact that it is the 
first acceptance trial of a sample of 17 in. nickel 
steel armor made in America, In BHogland, our 
heavier plates have been received without any re- 
cular system of selecting and proving samples. The 
system now established in the United States is s 
great step in advance, and offers the most stringent 
check as to quality of supply. The best plate is 
not selected for trial but the very worst plate of the 
lot made, so far as is indicated bys tematic ex- 
amination. The first test on this principle of the 
17 in. nickel steel plates for two barbette towers, 
making up over 70) tons, marks an epoch in the 
supply of armor.”’ The fring tests are described as 
very severe. This correspondent says: “it will be 
observed that neither of the plates tested on this 
occasion had been subjected to the Harvey process. 
It mor be questioned whether the thicker plates 
would, on the whole, benefit by it, forreasons which 
need not here be disoussed; but the srmor here test- 
ed was made in conformity with orders given pre- 
vious to the approval of the Harveyed phates, With 

to the avior of the plates, their resistance 
to perforation was very food, and all that could be 
expected, while their resistance to fracture was in 
h cases perfect. The interest centres in the trial 
of the Bethlehem 17 in. plate, which is the first’ plate 
of this thickness which has been fired at in this 
country. It may be added that tbe test is more severe 
than that to which a 17 in. plate has been subjected 
in any country. To us it seems a pity that the pre- 
miu could not have been awarded toit. The ground 
of refusal is of course perfectly coniprehensible. [t 
is, that a certain standard of resistance to perfora- 
tion on the one hand, and to oracking or fracture 
on the other, waslaid down. The former calls for 
hardness, the latter for toughness, which is an 
ouistic to hardness. It may be urged that the plate 
was unnecessarily tough, that the same plate might 
have been very well hardened, so as to resist r 
foration at the expense of some increased liability 
to fracture. The answer to this is, that the margin 
in liability to fracture is an unknown quantity, and 
may be a small one. As to projectiles, the Carpenter 
shot were most excellent, but the behavior of the 
Holtzer, in our deliberate judgment, was not what 
we generally expect from therm.”

LIEUT. POWHATAN d. CLARKE. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

A BECEN? editorial criticism in the Washington 
Post on Lieut. Powhatan H. Clarke, 10th Oayairy, 
is unjust to that brave officer. speaking in hie 
defence I know that I am incurring the liability to 
patronizing criticisms on account of being young, 
etc., but now that he 1s dead and cannot speak for 
bimeelf, | feel called upon to state facts that are 
known tome, Without entering into the merits of 
his article in the New York Herald and the subse- 
quent re py the War Department, 1 wish 
to defend him from the charge that he wanted to 
see the German system introduced into the Army. 
When he wrote for the Herald he had had thirteen 
years mili experience, four at West Point and 
nine as an officer, one year of which had been spent 
not merely in looking on at German. troops, but in 
actual duty with them, which I believe bas not been 
the case with any other Americau officer. 
would seem to clear him ef the grave cbarge of set- 
ting forth “the oF fervor of an immature theor- 
ist." Nor would it nave taken time to make of 
him what the Wasbington Post hoped for, “‘an elo- 
quent exponent of the proposition that customs 
os to autocrat-ridden Germany are not neces- 
sarily the customs for Americans,”’ for he was that 
already, nor did his desive to see our higher officers 
pe pd more activity and more devotion to the field 
and lesa to the office warrant, the assumption that 
he wished our Army to be formed on German mod- 
els. If that charge is to be made against every offi- 
cer who advocates fotting points from foreign na- 
tions we can bope for but little progress. 

Powhatan Clarke was impetuous and free spoken, 
not knowing what it was to conceal a thought, but 
no man who hasever been in our Army was actu- 
ated by more patriotic motives than he or hada 
deeper love for everything that was truly Ameri- 
can. That he thought our Army had faults does 
not prove the contrary. From his letters to me 
and from conversations with him, | know what his 
real sentiments were. Even while in Germany he 
was being treated ina way that must have been 
very flattering, he often expressed the desire to be 
back with his old comradesio Arizona, and never 
for a moment did be faltex in his love for his regi- 
ment, por express anything but thankfulness that 
he was an American and not a German soldier. 

Even granting that “I. G.N.” in the New York 
Evening Post might have been too enthusiastic, it 
seems tnat the shoulders of the War Department 
are broad enough to make it unnecessary to speak 
harshly of the poor young fellow who has just iost 
his life. The reference in the Washington Post to 
Grant, Sherman, Sheridan and Scnofieid is woolly 
uncalied for and in wretched taste, and it would be 
just as sensible to say that we were wanting in re- 
spect to Washington because we have discarded the 
methods in use during the Revolution. Instead of 
dealing gently with the memory of the dead, Lieut. 
Clarke's name seems to have been held up for de- 
rision for the sole purpose of defending the methods 
now in useinthe Army. It would bave been better 
° aoe spared him and taken another occasion to

To all who can regret the loss of a young, vigor- 
ous man, who had proved his courage and his devo- 
tion, and whose whole life was marked by generous 
and noble traits, it would seem that the comments 
of the Post might well Bave been left unwritten.
